HOUSE 
COLLAPSES 


Three Believed 
Killed In Kowloon 


At midnight last night Oremen 
were still digging for the bodies of a 
woman and child buried under the 
debris of o house in Canton Road, 
Kowloon, following the collapse of 
the first, second and third floor 
balconies. 

The body of a man who died from 
Injuries received when he fell from 
the first Moor has been recovered. 
Four people have been sent to Kow- 
luon Hospital for treatment. 

Police Reservist G, Tavastjerna, 
was on parrot duty obout 20 yards 
uway when the incident occurred. 
He heard’ the crash and saw clouds 
of dust. He commandeered o pass- 
ing taxi and rushed to the Water 
Police Statlon where the alarm was 
given, 

Tavastjerna would almost certainly 
have been caught under the fall of 
tnasonry af tae house had collapsed 
a few minutes later, 

An Indian constable was slightly 
Injured in the leg and hand while 
assisting in the rescue of victlms. 

The premises were being renovated, 
The staircase had been completely 
rebuilt, and workmen were on the 
point of re-tiling the ground floor, 
which was to be used as o tea-house. 

Rescue work was carried out under 
the supervision of Mr. L. H. C. 
Calthrop, Superintendent of Police; 
A.S.P, Searle, Sub-Inspector A. J. 
‘Johnson, Sgt. Matches, and members 
of the Kowloon Emergency Unit.

Now Dowding — “‘Stuffy” 
throughout the RA.P.— 
counts on two main assets for 
these successes which may 
alter the whole tempo of the 
war—and they are known as 
two big M’s—metal and men- 
tallty. 


In secking to reason why 
our machines stund the pace 
and outfight the Nazin In al- 
most every battle, let up deal 
with metal first. 


THE German Air Force use 
machines with a life of fifty 
flying hours. That is os long as 
they are made to last, and the 
Germans say it is sound 
economy to send them back 
then to the melting-pot. 


Actually, the planes have to 
go back because of metal fati- 
gue, Through using weaker 
materials, the Germans find 
their planes get “tired” far 
sooner than the British. 


It is quick, though, this 
melting-pot process. In re- 
markably short time their 
planes are stripped of the en- 
gines, dismantled and thrown 
into the melting caudron to be 
shaped again for another day. 


The weakness is that an air 

_ force built on these principles 

is always half in the melting- 

pot, compared with a third of 

an air force which is usually

NFORMATION from 

. French sources confirms the 
impression that whereas the 
Germans have greatly deve- 
loped the art of war, and In 
particular have thought out 
replics to their own tactis of 
defence in depth, the French 
had stood still or actually 
deteriornted in tactics since 
1918, 


Attack, defence, use of 
artillery. reconnaissance—in 
every field, according to these 
French criticisms, was to be 
found «a lack of Imagination, 
initiative, nnd even energy. 
which a certain inferiority In 
equipment appeared to justify 
only in a minor degree. 


This information is of par- 
ticular Interest as it deals with 
sectors in which the Germans 
dig not employ tanks, most of 
what hag been published hav- 
ing been on the subject of 
tank tactics. 


As might be expected, the Ger- 
mans prepared thetr attacks by 
careful ulr and ground observation; 
wheré they brought novelty to this 
task wos in the boldness of their 
listening posts, who sometimes con- 
nected telephone cable to that of 
the French, and of their recon- 
noltring patrols, who studied pos- 
sible channels for future Infiltra- 
tion and learned the dispositions 
and habits of the defence.

Infiltration began the night 
before the attack, ‘patrols of 
three men with a light ma- 
chine-gun passing between the 
French posts by the passages 
previously reconnoitred. .

Mr. Winston Churchill 


Mr Churchill has lived an adven- 
turous Hfe on war correspondent, 
soldier, student of militaty history, 
eaperienced parliamentarian, Cabinet 
minister, and oman of letters. He 
velonga to ou fairly old family. His 
Kreat ancestor, Jobn Churchill, was 
one of England's most famous soldiers 
in the Ure of the late Stewarts, and 
he himself is now undoubtedly the 
man of the hour, with a mighty re- 
sponsibility resting on his shoulders 

A few years ngo he wrote a book 
under the Utle of “Great Contem- 
poraries,” in which be sketched the 
careers and characters” of | sdme 
twenty-one outstanding men who 
have been famillar Qgures in the 
public life of Europe, and all this 
appraisal oof hls contemporaries, 
Uluminating as it ds, brings to light 
with even greater brilliance — the 
character of Mr Churchill himself 
That Mr Churchill bas a natural 
genius for friendship and a spuntane- 
ous readiness ta acknowledge what 
he owes to his friends ts clearly seen 
tn these sketches, and there ta per- 
haps no better way of bringing out 
this feuture of hin character than 
by quoting a few extracts frum his 
comments upon the persons whose 
portraits he has drawn 


In his view, Bernard Shaw = is 
“saint, sage, and clown,” and “the 
greatest living master of Ietters in 
the English-speaking world.’ He Is 
ot opinion that Joseph Chamberlain 
“revived In the Tory party the In- 
spiration of Disraecll, and made the 
world-spread peoples of the British 
Empire realize that they were onc, 
and that their future lay in acting 
on this knowledge.” Of Sir John 
French he says that “the advance of 
the British Army across the Marne 
under French's orders decided the 
immense battle which saved Paris.” 
He pronounces this to be “one of 
the greatest military cvents In all 
history,” und says that Sir John is 
entitied to his share of the glory. 
John Morley was one of his older 
contemporaries, “the representative 
of great doctrines, an actor In his- 
torlc controversies, a master of 
English prose, a statesman-author, o 
repository of vast knowledge in al- 
most every subject of practical in- 
terest," Of Asquith’s opinion he 
says that, in the prime of his. life 
“they were cut in bronze, and vast 
knowledge, faithful industry, deep 
thought were embedded in his na- 
ture." Lawrence of Arabia had “a 
full ‘measure of the versatility of 
genius. He was o savant as well as 
a soldfer, on archaeologist as well as 
a man of actlon, an .accomplished 
scholar as well as an Arab partisan,

‘Royal ‘Highness, the Duke of 
Windsor, to” be Governor and 
Commander in Chief of the 
Bahama Islands,” reads the of- 
ficial announcement. 


This appointment to one of 
the lesser governorships under 
patronage of the Crown involves 
no ‘loss of prestige for the 
former King of England, for 
this seemingly insignificant post 
has become one of the most im- 
portant in the Empire, in” the 
shadow of present-day’ British 
events and eventualities. 


This is specifically true in the 
case of the Dake of Windsor 
who, ‘for a gerieration at least, 
has been Britain’s Number Onc 
liatson figure. As the Prince of 
Wales during the First World 
War ond after, Edward won 
the popular affection of many 
Americans. The Duke of Wind- 
sor is a “good mixer,” perhaps 
the best that England ever had 
and the friendliness of the 
United States must he kept in 
n fluid and fluent condition. 


Furthermore, the appointment 
of the Duke of Windsor as a 
Colonial Governor, marks begin- 
ning of a $280,000.000 British 
colonial development and wel- 
fure programme, decided upon 
just before the outbreak of the 
present war. 


The arrival of the Duke and 
Duchess in Nassau will be the 
first visit in the Weatern Hemis- 
phere since the King abdicated. 


The reciprocal feeling between 
America and England is further- 
ed by the near proximity of the 
Bnhamas. It is just a ferry 
trip overnight. Twice a day a 
plane flies between Miami and 
Nassau, making the trip in 4 


couple of hours. 


The Duke of Windsor will 
govern an enormous area, for 
the Bahamas comprise 3,000 
islands, islets and cays, stretch- 
ing out for some 700 miles along 
the Florida shore. Spanish 
owners by discovery made no 
use of the islands. 


Ponce de Leon began the 
romantic tradition of the Ba- 
hamas that the Windsors are 
continuing, by twice traversing 
them in search of the Fountain 
of Youth, just after hin dis- 
covery of Florida. Some 170 
years elapsed before a settle- 
ment was made by Europeans. 


Another Englishman, Captain 
Sayles, in 1667, sought shelter 
in a beautiful harbour of one of 
the larger islands, He called 
the island, Providence, for it

Attack, defence, use of 
artillery. reconnaissance——in 
every fleld, necording to these 
French criticisms, was to be 
found a lack of imagination, 
initiative, and even energy, 
whieh «certain inferiority in 
equipment appeared to justify 
only In a minor degree, 


This information is of par- 
lieular interest as it deals with 
sectors in which the Germans 
did not employ tanks, most of 
what has been published hav- 
ing been on the subject of 
tank tactica. 


As might be expected, the Ger- 
mans prepared thelr attacks by 
coreful alr and Rround observation; 
where they brought novelty to this

Mr Churchill has lived an adven- 
turoun Ufe us war correspondent, 
suldiesy, student of military history, 
experienced piu limentartan, Cabinet 
tiinister, and) man of letters, ‘He 
belongs lo a fairly old family His 
great ancestor, John Churchill, was 
one of England's most famous soldiers 
in the time of the late Stewarts, and 
he himself is new undoubtedly the 
man of the hour, with a mighty re- 
sponsibility resting om his shoulders 

A few years nego he wrote a book 
under the tithe of “Great Contem- 
poranes,” in which he sketched the 
chreets und charseters of some 
Twenty-one oulstanding omen who 
Dave been familiar ures dn the 
pubhe dife of Eurupe, and all Uits 
apprasil oof his conlemporaries, 
Mhurmuniting a aaa, brings ta ight

In bis view, Bernurd

Emptre realize that they were one, 
and that their future lay in acting 
on this knowledge.” Of Sir John 
French he suys that “the advance of 
the British Army acruss the Marne 
under French's orders decided the 
immense battle which saved Paris.” 
He prunounces this to be “one of 
the greatest military events in all 
history,” and says that Slr John ts 
entitled to his share of the glory. 
John Morley was one of his older 
contemporarics, “the representative 
of great doctrines, an actor in his- 
toric controverstes, a muster of 
Engllsh prose, o statesman-author, a 
repository of vast knowledge in ul- 
most every subject of practical in- 
terest.”

HS “Majesty ‘the King has: 
been pleased to appoint His, 
Royal Highness, the Duke of 
Windsor, to. be Governor and 
Commander in Chief of the 
Bahama Islands,” reads the of- 


ficial announcement. 


This appointment to one, of 
the lesser governorships under 
patronage of the Crown involves 
no Joss of prestige for the 
former King of England, for 
this seemingly insignificant post 
has become one.of the most im- 
portant in the Empire, in the 
shadow of present-day British 
events and eventualities. 


This is specifically true in the 
case of the: Duke of Windsor 
who, for a generation at Icast, 
haa been Britain’s Nufhber One 
liaison figure. As the Prince of 
Wales during the First World 
War and after, Edward won 
the popular affection of many 
Americans. The Duke of Wind- 
sor is a “good mixer,” perhaps 
the best that England ever had 
and the friendlinesa of the 
United States must be kept in 
n fluid and fluent condition. 


Furthermore, the appointment 
of the Duke of Windsor 18 8 
Colonia! Governor, marks begin- 
ning of a $280,000,000 Britiah 
colonial development and wel- 
fare programme, decided upon 
just before the outbreak of the 
present war.

The arrival of the Duke and 
Duchess in Nassau will be the 
first visit in the Western Hemis- 
phere since the King abdicated. 


The reciprocal feeling between 
America and England is further- 
ed by the near proximity of the 
Bahamas. It is just a ferry 
trip overnight. Twice a day a 
plane files between Miami and 
Nassau, making the trip in a 
couple of hours, 


The Duke of Windsor will 
govern an enormous areca, for 
the Bahamas comprise 3,000 
islands, islets and cays, stretch- 
ing out for some 700 miles along 
the Florida shore. Spanish 
owners by discovery made no 
use of the islands. 


Ponce de Leon began the 
romantic tradition of the Ba- 
hamas that the Windsors are 
continuing, by twice traversing 
them in search of the Fountain 
of Youth, just after his dis- 
covery of Florida. Some 170 
years elapsed before a settle- 
ment was made by Europeans. 


Another Englishman, Captain 
Sayles, in 1667, sought shelter 
in a beautiful harbour of one of 
the larger islands. He called 
the island, Providence, for it

Naval Pairol 


LONDON, Sept. 19 (Reuter)—A 2,000-mile cruise in the 
Aegean Sea and the Eastern Mediterranean with British cruisers 


and destroyers which were on a reconnaissance patrol

by “Reuter’s” special correspondent aboard a British destroyer. 


The Fleet was sweeping the 
Greek archipelago for enemy 
submarines and ships engaged 
in contraband ofl trade with the 
Dodecanese Islands, 

A greater part of the trip, the cur- 
respondent says, was remurkable for 
Its lack of Interest. For many days, 
“we were within bombing range af 
Italian aircraft stationed at Rhodes 
but a solitary Italian reconnaissance 
flying boat which circled out of the 
range of our guns was the only sign 
of the enemy.” 

Lach of Petrol? 

This suggests that Dodecanese 1s 
suffering from lack of petrol, the 
supply of which has been cut off by 
the British Fleet. 

Submarines provide the only 
method by which these islands can 
pe supplied, and this is a hazardous 
task since these cfaft are casy prey 


for British destroyers using the Asdic 
hydrophone. é 

The effectiveness of this Instrument 
was demonstrated during the trip 
when a submarine was detected and 
the correspondent saw depth charges 
dropped, after which bubbles of air 
and patches of off appeared on the 
surface.

French sources confirms the 
impression that whereas the 
Germans have greatly deve-

Attack, defence, use of 
artillery, reconnaissance—-in 
every fleld, according to these 
French criticisms, was to be 
found « lack of imagination, 
initiative, and) even energy, 
which a certain inferiority in 
equipment appeared to justify 
only in a minor degree, 


This information is of par- 
ticular interest as it deals with 
sectors in which the Germans 
did not employ tanks, most of 
what has been published hav- 
ing been on the subject of 
tank tactics. 


As might be expected, the Ger- 
mans prepared thelr attacks by 
careful air and ground observation: 
where they brought novelty to this 
task was in the boldness of thelr 
listening posts, who sometimes con- 
nected telephone cable to’ that of 
the French, and = of thelr recon- 
noltring patrols, who studied pos- 
alple channels fur future Infiltra- 
tion nnd learned the dispositions 
und habits of the defence.

Mr. Winston Churchill 


Mr Churchill has Mved an adven- 
turous Life os war correspondent, 
soldier, student of military history, 
experienced parliamentarian, Cabinet 
minister, and man of letters, He 
belongs to oa fairly old family. His 
Rreat ancestor, John Churchill, was 
one of England's most famous soldiers 
in the time of the late Stewarts, and 
be himself is now undoubtedly the 
man of the hour, with a mighty re- 
sponslbility resting on his shoulders. 

A few years ugo he wrote a book 
under the ute of “Great Contem- 
poraries,” in which he sketched the 
careers and characters of same 
{wenty-one oulstanding omen who 
have been famitiar Agures in the 
public life of Europe, and all this 
appraisal oof hia contemporaries, 
aMuminating as it is, brings to light 
wilh even grenter brilliance the 
ehareeter of Mr. Churchill himself 
That Mr Churehill has a natural 
Renlus for friendship and a spontane- 
ous readiness to acknowledge what 
he owes to his frionde is clearly seen 
in these sketches, und there js per- 
haps no better way of bringing out 
this feature of his character than 
by quoting a few extructs from his 
comments upon the persons whose 
portraits he hay drawn, 


tn his view, Bernurd Shaw ts 
“saint, sage, and clown,” ond “the 
Kreatest living master of letters in 
the English-speaking world.” He is 
of opliton that Joseph Chamberlain 
“revived in the Tory purty the in- 
spiration of Disracli, and made the 
world-sprend peoples of the British 
Empire realize that they were one.
